H ouses W anted 


One of the most pressing demands 
of the times In this eity, is for Rood 
and comlortnble dwellings, buildings 
that while they are suitable fbr an or* 
dlnary family, are yet of moderate 
eost, ami can be rented low. There 
are a great many eastern people In 
town and more are eoming. If they 
••an be induced to stay here a few 
months, many of them will remain 
permanently. 
But they are accus­ 
tomed to comfortable houses, and un­ 
less such can be had at reasonable 
ligures, they are apt to drift away froru 
us before they have staid long enough 
to fully appreciate the beauties of our 
climate, and the peculiar excellencies 
of Los Angeles as a place of residence. 
Private capital aud enterprise do not 
seem adequate to supplying the de­ 
mand and we suggest that the only 
way to speedily solve the problem, is 
to form a Building Association w ith 
sufficient capital Mayul up a numl>er 
of neat and tasty cottages. 
If some of 
our largest real estate owners would 
make am ove in this direction, we be­ 
lieve they could enlist the aid of capi­ 
tal, and in a very short tim e could 
haveflftv or n hundred buildings ready 
for occupation, every one of which 
could be rented at once at remunerative 
rates, or sold at a handsome advance 
upon cost. 
If such an enterprise were 
once started we have no doubt that 
much of the stock would be taken by 
our moclmnies to be paid in labor, and 
that many of them would in this way 
secure ahom c and become permanent­ 
ly identified with the place. 
Dealers 
in lumber and other materials would 
also be interested, and if our own citi­ 
zens would take hold and show their 
faith In the future of our eity, eastern 
capital could be secured to aid in ex­ 
tending the enterprise. 
An energetic 
move in this direction would very 
shortly work a marked improvement 
in the appearance of the place, and 
while it would reduce the cost of living, 
it would enhance the value of real estate 
and Increase our population. Wo hope 
that those interested in the continued 
prosperity of the town will give the 
subject their earnest attention, and 
either in tills manner, or by some 
other means remove what is a very 
serious obstacle to the progress of Lot 
Angeles.

Experim ents of this character have 
fully dem onstrated the im portant ad­ 
v an tag e -of getting the seed into the 
ground before the rains come, and 
thousands of acres will be so seeded iu 
rhis county this year. 
Messrs. JiolII 
ter, Cooper, Edward*, Hllver, Fam e- 
and others a t the Patera and in that 
neighborhood, we leern, aro adopting 
this method, and are hurrying in all 
the seed thev can )>rovlous 10 the rain 
fall. 
it is found that a heavy "chisel 
harrow’ •is the best to cover* the seed, 
;md we are informed th at this m anner 
of cultivation Is m eeting 
with so 
much favor that, quito a num ber of 
these harrows have already been sold 
for th at purpose by our dealers in ag­ 
ricultural im plem ents. 
The most ini)>ortant result- to nur 
farmers will undoubtedly follow the 
general adoption of this m anner of 
seeding. 
Not only will there be a 
greatly increased yield per aere, but 
ii»e safety of the crop from drouth can 
be secured beyond nil risk. 
Tho crop 
can be harvested earlier, and if it 
should happen to be a year for grass­ 
hoppers, those pests would have no op­ 
portunity to toed upon it. Besides 
ihere ar«* some lo«*alities where a crop 
of com or potatoes might follow the 
wheat o r barley w ith good chances of 
m aturity, where one crop only can 
be obtained. This dry seeding also of­ 
fers an advantage hi that the work 
can be done at a tim e when the farm ­ 
ers oilier wise would he w aiting for 
the rains to soften the ground for the 
plow. -[.Santa B arbara Index.
